OH the days of the luth 
and llth he slept most of the time and 
w.'nt into Boston. On the evening of. 
September llth. he met Cornelius Xagle. 
That day they went Into Boston to buy 
some clothes about noon. They went to 
Salem street and returned together. 


After supper Xagle and witness went 


out to the road and were talking there for 
a little while. His son Cornelius came 
along theu and the three went to have a 
drink. 


They had two drinks aud no more. 


Then they went back to the steps and sat 
there until bed time.

A Diflcoverer Recommends It In trie l^arlj 


Staees of Consumption—Ho-n- to Treat a 
Sprain—Liniment for Cata and Eralses— 
A Variety of Points on Etiquette. 


The American consul general at Berlin 


has reported upon a recently announced 
method by Dr. Wuldgtein for the euro o( 
f;crm diseases, especially consumption and 
cancer. 
The object of tho method is to 


stimulate and nourish the white blood co:r- 
])uscles by means of pilocarpln—an alka- 
loid obtained from a Brazilian plant, the 
jaborandi (Pllocarpus pennatifollus).

How to Treat EL Sprain.

Tho very flrst Item In the treatment of 


a sprain is perfect rest of the limb until a 
surgeon can bo summoned. Reduce the 
swelling by hot fomentations as hot as can 
be endured. 
Change as often as once in 


three hours. 
If a piece of rubber cloth be 


not at hand, use common 
newspaper. 


Wind it on carefully outside the hot cloth. 
This will prevent the escape of the steam 
and keep the cloth from cooling. 
A uood 


way to prevent the hands from being scald- 
ed is to place the hot dripping flannel in a 
towel, then taking hold of each end of the 
towel wring it until tho flannel is dry 
enough to apply. 
Avoid violent move- 


ments of the joint for some weeks after 
tho injury. 
If the joint becomes stiff, 


move it gently each day; also rub gently 
v,-ith some stimulating lotion, such as 
ammonia liniment. In some cases serious 
disease of the bone may follow. 
This is 


the result of tho original accident and can- 
not bo averted by treatment. In any c.asn, 
however slight, it pays to keep perfectly 
still until tho injury is repaired.

just as Sullivan 


reached the door of the shop, he fell to tha 
ground, shot in tho region of the hearc.

shooting and ran down into the yard frora 
Shawmut avenue, but before they reached 
the shop door Sullivan was de^d, 


"When Sullivan foil, Albaui fled and 


took rufugo in a house adjoining tha 
Hlablcs on Castle street. After u, short 
search he -was found in a toilet room by 
the patrolmen and taken to staticn 5, 
amid i he shouts of an excited crowd- 
Several witnesses wero also escorted to the 
Station. 


The dead man was 30 years old and mar- 


ried. Albani is a middle-aged man, ant] 
had a wife and family at tf Oneicla street, 
where lie also conducts a grocery business.
